ASHLAND. Ore. (AP) — An 
armed man who had written about on 
Idaho fugitive's deadly siandofT with 
aulliorilics last'summcr ended his 
own standoff early Saturday oficr 
police agreed to let reporters witness 
his surrender. 

Maynard Charles Campbell Jr. 
was armed with a semi-automatic 
rifle, pistols and several small- 
caliber rifles when the 12-hour 
incident ended at 4 a.m.. police said. 

The standoff began Friday when 
police iUlcmpicd to arrc.st Campbell, 
50. on a federal warrant frorn 
California accusing him of stealing 
.-irccs.from natiQnal forests. 

Campbell .said ilie logging charge 
was a ruse and he feared authorities 
would shoot him. 

“They will kill mu." he told the 
Medford Mail Tribune ncw.spaper in 


a telephone interview Friday night. 
“They will definitely kill me." 

Campbell, described by police as a 
white separatist, is Ihc author of a 
77-pagc booklet, "Assault at Ruby 
Creek, the Idaho Massacre," which 
criticizes the government’s handling 
of a standoff with Randy Weaver Inst 
.August. 

Weaver holed up with his family 
and a friend in his cabin near Naples, 
Idaho, for 1 1 days during n siege in 
which his wife and son and a U.S. 
marshal were killed. Authorities said 
the standoff began when marshals 
watching Wcaver'.s cabin were fired 

Campbell, who says he isn’t a 
white supremacist, told the 
ncw.si)nper that ofTiciols were out to 
gut him because he sy.mpaihizcd 
with Weaver, a white supremacist 


who was wanted on weapons 
charges. Negotiators speaking with 
Campbell by telephone Friday night 
said he demanded the house be 
illuminated and television cameras 
be on hand to ensure he would not be 
killed, said Police Chief Gary 
Brown. 

Police Sgt. Randy Pryor led 
reporters and photographers past 
about 50 federal agents, police and 
camouflaged snipers to the front of 
the home in a rcsidcmial section of 
this southern Oregon town. 

Residents within a two-block area 
of the house had been evacuated. 
—The warrant ogoinsl-Gampbcll— 
involved a large logging operation 
on a national forest, apparently in the 
Siskiyou Mountains near a cubin he 
owned, said Michael O'Brien, chief 
deputy U.S. Marshal in Portland.

Few want to invest in AIDS vaccine I Boy, 5, goes for drive 


It would seem a drug company's 
dream. 

Develop a vaccine for AIDS, the 
virulent disease that has infected I 
million people in the United Stales 
•-and-1 2-million worldwide.- Tlic-suc-' 
ccssful company would make a ma- 
jor contribution to mankind — and 
rake in bundles of money. Right? 

Well, if so. why arc U.S. pharma- 
ceu tical c ianis pumping millions of 
dollars into drugs to treat AIDS pa- 
tients -r- and spending, only a small 
fraction of that amount to find a vac- 
cine? 

“Tliey are paid to get their 10 to 
15 percent return on equity every 
year," said Geert Kersten, president 
of Ccl-Sci Corp. an Alexandria'. Va. 
biotech company that is in trials for 
its own vaccine. "Tliey ijro not paid 
to take a risk." 

Tlierc are other reasons for the 
drug companies' caution, re- 
searchers and analysts say. An AIDS

vaccine, once thought to be around 
the comer, now appears to be a 
decade-long quest with no certain 
result. . 

Even if an effective vaccine is de- 
veloped. there are a host of other ob- 
stacles. How will a vaccine be tested 
and on whom? What's the poten- 
tial liability in testing vaccines for 
such a deadly disease? Is the finan- 
cial reward really that great? 

With pharmaceutical giants 
stymied b y suc h risks, hi oteclin olo- 
gy companies have taken ovcc_the 
struggle to find an AIDS vaccine. 

As many as 35 biotech companies 
once were seeking a vaccine. Tliat 
number has been whittled down to 
about a dozen, and only a handful 
appear to be in serious contention, 
lliose include Medimmune Inc: of 
Gaithersburg, Md..

Tlie reforms include recognition of 
Quebec as a "distinct society;” give 
each province equal rcprc.seniation in 
the Senate, but limit its powers; gnini 
provinces additional juri.sdiclion;

House of Commons in perpetuity; 
recognize the righrof aboriginals to 
self-government; and change the 
process for amending the 
constitution.

Opposition to the constitutional 
package is strongest in Quebec and 
British Columbia — both over 50 
percent — but is growing in the 
prairies.

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Five years after crash, Bulls crush— 29 replay

Five years have passed since 
gargantuan greed lost it.T'foothold on 
the national stage, tnpped up by Wall 
Street excesses, rising interest rates 
and the frantic fear of 
those who had invested 
in a stock market 
bubble that was about to 
— buixl. 




In a two-day free-fall 
that began on Oct. 16, 

1987, the Dow Jones 
Industrial Average 
plunged a record 616 
points. Frantic selling 
on Oct. 19 accounted 
for 508 of those points, 
earning the epithet 
Black Monday and 
summoning doomsday 
predictions from experts 
who glimpsed a re- 
enactment of 1929. 

But the bleak 
scenario didn't sell well. Instead, 
investors soon returned to the market, 
buying cheap what had been too dear 
a few weeks earlier. The stock 
market soared to new highs. 

Now, it’s hard to find any lasting 
impact of the crash but for the 
occasional 1 00-point sell-off, such as 
the one earlier this month, that is 
invariably reversed by market 
mechanisms installed to prevent 
another crash. 

For most investors, the question is 
not whether to buy slocks; it's which 
ones to buy. 

From August 1982 to August 1987, 
the Dow average had soared from 776 
to 2.722. On average, the value of 
U.S. slocks nearly tripled during the 
^leriod, adding more than u trillion 
dollars to the wealth of individuals, 
corporations and pension plans. 

■ ■■■■Then, under pressure' from rising' 
Interest rates, stock prices began 
drining downward. 

Slocks were far overpriced by 
historical standards, but few inve.siors 
or gurus were so bold as to call for 
last rites for the bull market. 

Historical standards, after all, had

been thrown out the window. Wall 
Street no longer evaluated si^-ks by 
estimating future growth in earnings 
and dividends. 

Instead, it pegged the value of 
slock to a new 1980s standard — the 

takeover value of the 

corporation. 

By making the 
switch. Wall Street had 
_bccn.ablcJQjoul.slocks_ 
to unheard-of levels. At 
its peak, the S&F 500 
index traded at 23 times 
earnings, a post-World 
War II high. 

Then the U.S. House 
Ways and Mj:ans 
Committee, in mid- 
October. fired an arrow 
directly at the bubble, 
voting to eliminate lax 
breaks that had 
encouraged corporate 
takeovers and levenigcd 
buyouts. 

On Oct. 16, the Dow fell by 108 
points, then the biggest point drop in 
history. On Oct. 19 the aver.igc 
dropped by another 508 points, or 23 
percent. 

The bubble hud burst. 

But predictions of a replay of the 
1929 crash, which ushered in the 
Depression of the 1930s, proved 
farfetched. In early December 1987. 
after gyrating for six weeks, stock 
prices began climbing to new highs. 

Last week, the Dow stood at 3.175. 
or 83 percent above its low of 1,739 
on Oct. 19, 1987. 

The NASDAQ composite index 
has done better, reflecting a shift 
among investors and money 
managers away from established 
smokestack companies toward newer, 
.smaller, more innovative and faster- 
growing enterprises. From a low of 
293 on Dec. 4. 1987. thc-NASDAQ 
index has risen by 98 percent, to 579. 

Looking back, Maureen Allyn;

Scudder. Stevems & Clark, called the 
crash "a canary-in-the-minc-shaft 
type, of warning ...

of living.

Bettenhausen's experiences may ■ 
reflect a nationwide trend. Single- 
pricing works so well that it “may 
become a dominant selling practice in 
thc.U,.S.-auipmotive industry in the 
future." says a report released in 
September by J.D. Power, in Agoura 
Hills. Calif.

D.C. - Last 
weekend, more than 250,000 people 
viewed a huge quilt spread across 
the gross next to the Washington 
Monument.

For the purpose of “remembering 
their names,” each handmade panel 
illustrates the uniqueness of the per- 
son who died of the disease and con- 
tains pictures, symbols, poetry, sheet 
music, name tags and other memora- 
bilia of life.

Memorial Quilt was first displayed 
in Washington in October 19a2_»:itli_l 

I, 920 panels. At that time, EarliL. 
Girard Jr. of Holyoke, Moss., was 
only 24 and had just been diagnosed 
with AIDS. He asked his mother 
Jewel Rhoades and his stepfather 
Wanm “Popa" Rhoades to go to 
Washington and deliver a quilt in his 
memory when the time came. 

Last Saturday, Jewel and Warren 
fulfilled that promise to Jewel’s only 
child. 

Earl Girard was known os "Mr. 
Personally” because of his enthusi- 
asm for life. Earl loved his family, 
friend, music, cooking, movies, 
videos, cars and clothes. 

He was ambitious, beginning

Books, S3S). 

M^er, on Associated Press home 
furnishings writer, celebrates. a, 
lifestyle that reflects the importance 
of comfort, function and home. The 
Arts and Crafts movement lasted 
about 20 years, from the 1890s to 
1915. 

Furnishings from this period 
include plainly crafted oak furniture, 
fabrics, tiles, lighting fixtures and 
pottery. Also called Mission. Quaint 


or Craftsman, the style was a 
reaction to the excessive decorating 
of the Victorian period in the 19th 
century. 

“In contrast-to-lhe clutter of 
Victorian homes, Arts and Crafts 
interiors were symjihonics of 
simplicity," Mayer writes. “Light 
flooded into a room through 
windows hung simply with a single 
set of plain curtains, in place of the 
. laycrs_of_fabri.c.jhnt_ kept..thc_ 
Victorian room in darkness even in 
broad daylight." 

Arts and CraftS furniture — 
desi gned by William Morris, Gustav 
Siicklcy and Frank Lloyd Wright, 
among other notable designers — 
was plain and solid, arranged in a 
functional manner. Its beauty was in 
the grain, the joinery and the 
hardware. 

During the 1940s and '50s, 
however, the style was so devalued 
that major museums sold or gave 


away noteworthy objects, 
particularly ceramics, Mayer writes. 
By the 1960s. the influence of 
modernism diminished and 
museums again began to collect Aits 
and Crafts objects. 

Filled with 150 color photos, “In 
the Arts & Crafts Style" is well 
researched and written. It will be in 
bookstores in November. 

Here’s a sampling of other new 
design-related books: 

• "Fabulous Fabrics of the ‘50s 
— And Other Terrific Textiles of 
the ‘20s, '30s and ‘40s,” by Gideon 
Bosker, Michele Mancini and John 
Grnmsiad (Chronicle Books. 
$16.95), is a collection of some of 
the most spectacular and innovative 
textile designs created in the United 
Stales. 

In chapters amusingly titled. ’’My 
Boomerang Won’t Come Bock," 
"Cluster’s Last Stand" and "From 
Bauhaus to Our House,” the authors 


discuss the abstract fabric patterns 
— especially the boomerang — that 
were the rage after World War II, 
the floral cluster patterns of the 
1920s and 1930s and the 
sophisticated geometric patterns of 
the 1950s. 

Many of these vintage fabrics, 
especially the tropical florol and 
palm motifs, arc prized by collectors 
today. They look great as pillows 
and cushion covers for wicker and 
rattan. Burbc'worc:' The authors say 
these fabrics ore disappearing fast. 

♦ "The Home Design Handbook.*^ 
by June Comer Myrvang and Steve 
Myrvang (Owl Paperbacks, $14.95), 
answers questions on building, 
buying and renovating a home. This 
book asks lots of questions -r and 
provides space for your answers — 
to help you focus on your specific 
design problems. 

Subjects range from choosing o 
building site to energy 
considerations, from work triangles 
in the kitchen to planning a launthy. 
The authors, who have an 
archiicc.ture Arm outside Seattle, 



suggest that readers keep n notebook 
of photographs illustrating their 
favorite architectural elements, 
spaces and finish details, such as. 
. window styles or lighting fixtures. 

"When you meet with your design 
professional, you will be better 
prepared to communicate what 
visually and programmatically 
appeals to you," Utcy write. 

• "Outside Inside; Decorating in 
the Natural Style," by Barbara Aria 
(Thames and Hudson, $35),- features 
homes, apartments, lofts and porches 
that draw from nature for decoration. 
Simple twig. furniture, vines woven 
to create a canopy for a four-poster 
bed and found objects fashioned into 
occessorics are some of the 
decorating ideas. 

"There is increasingly a feeling in 
our society thot state-of-the-art 
kitchens, designer sheets.

Once the house was moved, the 
family set obout doubling its interior 
space to 3,000 square feet by adding 
a full, finished basement; an en> 
tmncc'way solarium (which once 
was an open front porch); and a 
breakfast nook off the kitchen. 

The entire house reeeived new 
wiring, plumbing, siding, flooring, 
windows and centnl- air eondition- 
ing. A. ibw cosmetic changes were 
necessary os well. For example, the 
Biggses were charmed by a beauti- 
ful old fireplace enclosed by 
beveled gloss. But .when they 
learned it would cost $2,500 to 
bring it up to code, they decided to 
take it out instead. 

The family bought no new furni- 
ture, .but their old chairs, sofas and 
tables look'gre’at against the home's-' 
neutral carpets and wallpaper. Plants 
and throw pillows provide bursts of 
color on the end tables and sofas. 

A spacious deck off the bock 
looks out over Rock Creek Canyon. 
TTie yard below has been terraced 
for greater privacy and to help cut 
trafllc noise, and a garden space is 
in the works. 

Altogether, renovolions to the 80- 
ycar-old house cost about 560,000. 
Coupi^ with the initial wts and 
'MotncT $1,500 Tdriirndscapirig, the 
total ' price was approximately 
,$71,150. 

The family saved money by doing 
much of the work themselves. Rusty 
Biggs is a concrete contractor, so he 
poured the foundation, wallu and 
driveway. The couple’s children, 
Aubrey, 20,. . and Christie, 18, 
pitched in with everything from 
backhoc work to wallpapering. 

For seven months, the family 
worked four to five hours a day on 
the project. It took most of (heir free 
time; instead of going water skiing a ■ 
dozen times this past summer, they

went only twice. Finally, in July, 
they moved into their new quarters. 

Would they move a house again? 
Rusty Biggs says he's tiot sure. Peo- 
ple who move houses rarely know 
what they're getting into, he adds, 
noting “you really don’t think about 
it until you’ve done it." 

Still, the savings con be great. 
And, in the case of the Biggs^mc, ' 
the results can be impressivc^'s 
easy to imagine what the home ^11 
look like. this winter, with snow on 
its eaves,’ a wreath on the door and 
sunli^l wanning the solarium. 

And that's one ke^ to successfully, 
moving and rehabilitating on old 
house: think of the possibilities and 
. have a clear vision of what the home 
will look like when you're done. Or, 
as Carolyn Biggs says, "have a good 
idea of what you want to do ... and 
stick with it.”

The new owner reportedly plans 
to renovate the six-bedroom home to 
the tune of about $150,000. But 
Miller says it would cost ui least 
$250,000 to build a similar home to- 
day. 

The first thing you need to do be- 
fore deciding to move a house is Ulk 
to a house mover. 'Tm the first guy 
. you come to," Miller says. "We . 
want to see if it's movoblc."- • • 

Miller estimates that it costs be- 
tween $4,000 and $5,000 to move 
most homes. Some - such as the 
Perrinc home > will cost more, oth- 
- ers less. 

In' addition to the mover's lime 
and labor, the house owner must 
compensate utility eompanies by the 
hour ifLlulephooiL-pawer and cable 
lines must be temporarily shut off in 
neighborhoods affected by the 
move. 

Some structures require more 


preparation than others, Strength of 
the floor Joists is one key factor. If a 
home was built using 2-by-lOs and 
2-by-12s, it is easier to move than 
later homes in which 2-by-4s and 2- 
by-6s wct;e used. But Miller says it 
is possible to move any structure by 
reinforcing the floorboards. 

Miller says a house mover can 
also tell you what you should bid for 
the house based on its condition, and 
what it will take to bring it up to 
code and your own stondaras. 

; Willi older homes, it is very likely 


you will need to call in specialists 
such as an electrician to update the 
structure. But "all these things c.in 
be done real simple when the house 
is jacked up In the air." Miller says. 

Rusty Biggs, whose family 
recently moved a house, suggests 
that you pay no more than $500 for 
a house you plan to move. And be- 
fore agreeing to buy, get estimates 
on all-renovations, everything from 
excavation to carpels. 

"Add up all the costs before you 
get started, and get bids.” he says. 


Although many people .save money 
by moving and renovating an .old 
home, others will end up spending 
more than they would by building 
new, he cautions, 

"Talk to a hou.se mover, look at 
wliot you'll need to do .structurally, 
and find out what code requires,” 
Biggs concludes.

TWIN FALLS • Selling a home is 
a little more complicated than just 
.sticking a sign out on the front lawn 
and~wuiting for someone lo recog- 
ni/.u it for the treasure it is. 

A'Weckend's worth of prepimiliun- 

befure the first prospective buyer 
comes through can pay otVbig-whcn 
it comes time lo sign over your cas- 
tle to the new king. 

"The most important thing is to 
look at your house through the eyes 
of a prospective buyer," says Tad 
Haney, a specialist in residential 
home sales for Century 21 Twin 
Falls. "When wc first drive up to a • 
house, that's what the buyer's firsl 
impression of the house will be. I 
tell people that they need to focus 
.some linte on what we call 'curb ap- 
peal.'" 

I laney tells clients to .study the ex- 
terior of the home they're trying to 
sell. Does the trim need a touch-up'? 
Arc there a few missing, shingles af- 
ter the last big windstorm'? fs the 

. lawn in top shape'? 

A few hours work can dnimaticnl- 
ly improve the outside appearance 
of your house, and help your 
chances for a quick .sale, Haney 
promises. 

I Ic suggests putting u fresh coal of 
paint on your front door and buying 
new doormats - sans the family 
name. Repair or replace broken or 
ripped screens and make sure your 
windows are sparkling clean. 

Cluster a few potted annuals 
around the front and back door and 
keep shrubbery trimmed and free of 
cobwebs and dust. If possible, keep 
the yard and house free of pets, or 
keep your pets contained, and make 
sure all their calling cards have been 
.scooped off the grass. 

If you have bed plantings, invest 
in a couple bags of ground bark or 
decomposed granite to spread in the 
bare spots around your plants. Bare 
ground is ugly and supports weeds - 
sometlting a prospective buyer 
doesn't even want lo think about. 

If you have utility areas - and 
who doesn’t'? - where you store the 
ugly but necessary stuff like barbe- 
cues, tra.sh cans, bicycles and a 
year’s supply of firewood, make an 
effort to disguise the area with a 
screening fence, 

A solid fence will hide it com-

•• plctcly.-bur may be a biggerprojeef 
and bigger expun.se, than you can af- 
ford, 'Another option is-to-orcr-a- 
pre-miide lattice fence or buy sonic 
large potted shrubs from the nursery 
and ciu.slcr them around the pile of 
junk. The mess won't be screened as 
completely, but both are easily de- 
constructed and moved with you to 
the new house. 

If you know when a prospective, 
buyer will be coming by. .spend a 
few minutes to hose down your pa- 
tio or deck, even if it's already 
clean. The look and the sinell of a 
freshly-washed patio evokes 
thoughts of summertime pleasures. 

Aficr the looky-loos have toured 
the outside, they'll want to come in 
and snoop around. Lei them, Haney 

. says. 

-'-“One ihing-l-urge sellers lo.dois - 
to leave the house,” Haney stiys, 
"Stay out of the prospective buyers’ - 
way. They want lo look into the 
closets and cupboards and get the 
feel of the hou.se, and they can’t do 
that when the owners are around." 

And jusi so you're ready for all 
that perusal, Haney suggests a thor- 
ough closet and cupboard cleaning. 
Tlirow out or store any clutter - oid- 
magazines. baby clothes - and ex- 
cess fumiliire that makes the house 
and its slonige space seem smaller. 
Have the carpets professionally 
cleaned (it’s worth it. Haney says) 
and make sure pel .smells are elimi- 
nated. 

“There’s nothing that turns a buy- 
er off more than pel smells,” Haney 
said. 

Stash away all your countertop 
kitchen appliances and refrigerator 
art. .straighten the cans in the pantry 
and make sure sinks. . toilets and 
bathtubs are spotless; there isn’t 
anyplace buyers won’t want lo look. 

As a special touch, have a pot of 
potpourri simmering or throw some 
cinnamon on a cookie sheet and put 
it in a warm oven for that "Grand- 
mn’s-baking-cookic.s" smell. It 
mokes people feel at home in your 
home.

•Zimmennan Associates in Clin- 
ton, N.J., is one of scveml fimis that 
turn demogr.iphie data .into con- 
sumer profiles. Zimmennan has pro- 
filed 29 consumer groups. However. 
Todd Zimmennan is reluctant to dis-

Olcsan was a superintendent for a 
framing company when he was para- 
lyzed, so he Icnew how to work with 
the home builder to get the modifi- 
cations he needed to live there. 

*‘l made sure that some things 
were changed before the house was 
completed and my parents and 1 
moved in,” said Oleson, who has 
.gone back to school t o stu dy psy- 
chology and law. 

“1 hod the doorways widened and 
a bench with a tiled scat installed in 
the shower,” he said. ”1 had the cobi- 
nets built so I could sit.with xny. legs, 
under them in my wheelchair. And 1 
had the approach, or fhsnt walkway, 
poured so it is level with the house.” 
The changes did not cost extra, he 
said, because he ordered them be- 
fore the builder had started constriie- 
tion. Such changes con add to the 
price of a newly built home but not 
significantly if included in the plon- 
ning, builders say. 

The modifications to Olcson’s 
house are hardly noticeable, but they 
moke it russible for him to live com- 
fortably in a wheelchair in his own 
home. 

_ Equally”' important, the changes 
will moke it possible for Oleson’s 
- -parents to- live with' him- as they 
grow older. 

; The adaptations that Olesb'nlricbr-” 
poroled into his home arc elements 
of “universal design,” a type of 
housing and neighborhood planning 
that is growing slowly but steadily 
in popularity, thanks to new Icgisla-' 
tion and on expanded market created 
by an aging population. 

Universal design mokes houses 
and other buildings accessible to ev- 
eryone in the community, including 
senior citizens and the disabled, 
from whose needs universal design 
grew. 

‘‘Universal design” ' encompasses 
such features os a wheelchair-acces- 
sible entryvray, kitchen and baths; 
single-lever faucets, non-slip floor- 
ing, easy-to-reach temperature con- 
trols, anti-scold devices and grab 
bora. 

It also includes- luminous switch- 
es, higher light levels, roll-out 
shelves and French doors, instead of 
sliders. 

The expression “universal design” 
was coined by architect Ron Macc 
of North Carolina, himself a polio 
victim who uses a wheelchair. 

Mocc, director of the. Center for 
Accessible Housing at the Universi- 
ty of North Carolina, is also presi- 
dent and director of the architectural 
firm Bomer Free Environments in 
Raci^TNIC; : 

“I like the term universal design 
because it doesn't say that you are 
old or disabled, which nobody wonts 
to be," he said Universal design is 
also.lmown as ‘‘barricr-frcc," “adapt- 
able” and “accessible” design and 
"life-span housing." 

Using the phrase “universal de- L 
sign” makes accessible housing 
more acceptable, said Victor Reg- . 
nier. University of Southern Califor- 
nia professor of architecture and 
gerontology. 

“If it's something universally 
good that changes the sUgma (of be- 
ing strictly for the disablro or elder- 
ly) and makes a statement that 
whether you’re 2 or 82, you con 
bmefit from it," he said. 

And universal-design does benefit 
everyone, said June Isaacson Kailes, 
a disabili^ policy consultant from 
Playn del R^. Cdif., because “dis- 
ability is a pr^ictable and universal- 
~ ly common occurrence of the human 
condition. 

“It is conunon to think about dis- 
ability in the narrowest sense, (hat 
is, a person who uses a wheelchair 
or uses crutches, but the reality is 
that, most -families, ore touched by 
such disabilities os hearing and visu- 
al impairments, oithritis, heart dis- 
ease, diabetes, epilep^, lack of en- 
’ ’duraricc, trouble walking, joint pain 
and stiffiiess.” 

There is an 80 percent chance of 
having to use a wheelchair sometime 
in 0 lifetime, she added, and (here is 
a 95 percent chance of experiencing 
temporary mobility impairment such 
as a broken leg, sprained ankle or 
twisted knee.

The best way to approach the pro- 
ject is to talk with someone who has 
hod the work done.

Ninety-five percent of wood 
floors in new homes arc red or white 
oak. said Robins, 'while the rest arc 
mode from pine, maple or some cx- 
• otic wood; Many older homes fea- 
ture floors of heart pine, so called 
because the boards were cut from 
the center of the tree. 

A hardwood floor takes plenty of 
abuse and needs lo be protected 
from heavy traffic and other haz- 
ards. 

"High heels and pels ore the worst 
enemies,’’ said Debra Check of 
Check Brothers Flooring Service of 
Newport News. 

High heels arc especially harmful, 
said Check, because mosi of the 
weight is concentrated on the nail- 
like heel. Pets con scratch a floor 
finish, she added, but a worse prob- 
. 1cm is pet urine, which can soak 
through and stain the wood. 

Floor reflnishing involves sanding 
and sealing the wood, then covering 
it with a protective finish. Most i 
homeowners today choose 
' polyurethane, a finish that is a blend 
of synthetic resins and plastic com- 
pounds that produces an cxucmcly 
durable, mbisturc'^resistanl finish. 

Polyurethane came out in the late 
1960s as an ollemativc to old-fash- 
ioned wax, said Robins. Though 
many people think the coating is in- ' 
destructible — and it con lost 20 
years or more — it docs wear off , 
and may need to be retouched os ' 
soon os two to five years. Check the 
original floor finish by looking un- 
der a rug or other protected area to 
. ddcmiine if the floor shows signs of 
wear.

Water use becoming important 


Most people consider water to be 
a limitless resource. However, many 
areas ore discovering that os they 
grow in population, the water supply 
becomes tf critical issue. 

In addition, Mother Nature some- 
times stingily limits our rain supply 
and thc resulting drought can be 
devastating. California recently en- 
dured a five-year drought resulting 
in dangerously low reservoirs, 
mandatory conservation measures 
and heavy fines for excessive water 
use. Some California communities 
instituted rationing requirements (hat 
limited the used to SO gallons per 
day per person. 

Typically, a family of three uses 
more than 400 gallons of water per 
day. or 135-140 gallons per person. 
A sitpificont percentage of this is 
used in the bathroom for grooming 
and personal hygiene and in the 
kitchen for fobd preparation and 
cleanup. 

For example, the average person 
U5C8 sbt gallons of water per day at 
the bathi^m faucets; a 10-minute 
shower uses 40 gallons. In fact, 7S 
percent of water used in the home is 
used in the bathroom. 

Here are a few tips from KWC, o 
faucet manufacturer, that con help 
you start saving water and mone;^ 
right away. 

■ CI]eck for leaks and fix -them. 


Even little leaks can add up to a big 
drain on thc water supply and reflect 
themselves in a highcr-lhan-ncccs- 
sary water bill. A worn washer can 
allow almost 2,500 gallons a year to 
seep away. 

• In thc bathroom, don't let the 
basin faucet run during daily rou- 
tines like shaving, tooth brushing, 
shampooing. Turn on (he water a.s 
needed and save. 

• If you're remodeling, select a 
waier-efficicnt toilet. 

• Run the kitchen sink half full to 
wash vegetables ... this uses less wa- 
ter (and causes less splashing) than 


cleaning produce under a running 
faucet. 

• Be sure 'the dishwasher is really 
full before you turn it on. 

• Keep a water bottle in the re- 
frigerator to encourage people not to 
let the tap run while wailing for cool 
water.

Footstools begin to be appreciated as an art form all their oym

Tlie lowly footslool is rising to a 
higli place' in the esteem of antiques 
collectors, according to Trudi Roth, 
a New York antiques dealer and tex-

HowToTest-Dnive A Can 

BY WADB HOYT 

rrs AMAZING HOW SOME PEOPLE SHOPFQR 
a new car. Folks who wouldn’t buy $40 sneakers 
without trying them on routinely sign up for$I6,0()0 
automobiles.without so much as a spin around the 
block. Later, they ofieh complain about ^ings they 
could have discovered on a short test drive — such as 
a rough ride, uncomfortable seats, confusing controls. 

Many people seem to be intimidated by the notion 
of a test efrive, because they're unsure about what they 
should be looking for. If you're uncenain too, you 
might try the checklist I've developed in 25 years of 
testing cars os on automotive journalist (see next page). 

Your being able to drive like Mario Andretti may 
not be a requisite for getting a good feel for a cor, but 

planning ahead is — because it helps you get the most 
from the process. 

For instance, there's not much point in asking to 
test-drive a car at every showroom you visit; much 
better to wait until you've examined attractive possi- 
bilities and narrowed your list of cars to two or three 
finalists, based on the ^pe of car you wont, the general 
price range you're resigned to, the brand's reputation 
ror quality and seryice, and the car's looks. 

How to take a test drive. First, coll each dealership 
you plan to visit and moke sure there is a demonstration 
model available that's equipped the way you wont to 
buy it. (Why agree to test-drive an automatic if you're 
planning to buy a stick shift?) Next, choose a lest route 

that includes some local streets (preferably bumpy), a 
short stretch of highway and — if possible — a steep 
hill and a nearly empty parking lot. Third, while you 
drive, rate each car on the items in our checklist. Use 
a scale of 1 to 5, with 5 being the best. 

• In the showroom. Rate the following items before 
going'out on the road; 

Entiy/exlt How cosy is it to get in and out of the car? 
Get in and out through all the doors. If you'll be trans- 
porting older passengers, take special note of the ease 
of rea^seat access. Difficulty here con immobilize some 
people to the point of embarrossmenf or even pain. 
Seats. Are all the seats comfortable in both the front 
and the rear? Can you adjust the driver's seat and 
1 steering wheel to a comfortable driving position? Arc

A The use of steroids is rampant, and 
their availability has become a serious 
national problem. From the junior-high 
level to ihepros, anabolic steroids 
(derivatives of the male hormone 
testosterone, responsible for muscle 
■puwlH 7 slrcngtirahd’size)ltfff taken' 
to enhance athletic performance. 

The sale of steroids is a federal 
felony. Recently, I spoke with FBI 
Special Agent Greg Stejskal about what 
is being done to halt the distribution of 
these substances.'

“His dream was to qualify for the

He noted that some athletes— even 
in junior high — were injecting lOto 15 
times the dose that would be given to a 
1500-pound horse to stimulate growth.'

On an August evening in J988, the 
drug war came home for Patrick 
. -DeGregorio.JhatJ\ighUh e_deco_r_at^_ 
New York City narcotics detective 
discovered his 16-year-old daughter 
dealing drugs. "1 was angry, " he says. 
"And 1 was scared. " Tom, he asked 
himself: "What am I supposed to do? 
Bust my own daughter for drugs?" 

What follows is more than the story 
of one policeman 's troubled household. 
It's the story about the drug epidemic 
in Ameriea^jow no family is immune, 
how children deceive parents and how 
parents deceive themselves.

“I couldn’t take it 
anymore. But I had to want to do it on 
my own.” 

Mary Anne entered a residential drug- 
treatment center called APPLE (A 
Program Planned for Life Enrichment) 
in Hauppauge, N.Y.. where she strug- 
gled 10 break her drug dependencies 
through agonizing self-refiection and 
rigorous adherence to rules. For sever- 
al months in the center, she still craved 
drugs.

Maty Anne chose life. And, after two 
years of treatment and follow-up care, 
she returned home to a joyous welcome 
from the entire DeGregorio clan.

"We talk about it," Mary Anne says.

Looking back^ Patrick DeGregono 
now resizes that he should have taken 
action sooner. "I should have been more 
responsive," he says. “But my daughtw 
also should have taken more responsi- 
bility. 'ITuii's what they teach you in drug 
ircatmenL'You’re responsible for your 
own life.", ^ 

"But I was blind like everybody is' 
blind,” DeGregorio continues. "I was 
blinded by fear. I didn’t want my child- 
to be involved with drugs. But I’ve 
learned that the smallest changes in your' 
child can’t be neglected. 

"When an infant cries, you have to 
see why. When a teenager cries out, you 
have to look loo.” B 


WARNING SIGNS 

■How can you tell if your child is 
abusing drugs or alcohol? 

There is no single telltale ■ 
pattenujJ^erts say^specially 
since the teenage years often 
produce unpredictable behavior 
changes, including depression. 
According, to the Partnership 
for a Drug-Free America, 
‘however, there are some tipofts. 
Ai/iong them: 

-> Chronic eye redness, sore throat or 
dry cough. 

Chronic lying, especially about 
whereabouts. 

• Wholesale changes in friends. 

• Stealing. 

• Deteriorating relationships with 
family members. 

• Wld mood swings, hostility or abu- 
sive behavior. 

• Chronic fatigue, withdrawal, care- 
lessness about grooming. 

• Major changes in eating or sleep- 
ing patterns. 

• Loss of interest in favorite activi- 
ties, bobbies or sports. 

• School problems, slipping grades, 
absenteeism. 

If you suspect your child is taking 
drugs, here 's what you can do: 
-•■Donot-blame-yourself. 

• Do not conftont a child under the 
influence of alcohol or another drug. 
Wait until he or she is sober, then dis- 
cuss your suspicions calmly and ob- 
jeetivdy. 

• Set rules and firm standards: im- 
pose discipline.
